Account of the Trrar of Mk PARVISOL. 

On Friday fe’ennight, at the county court-houfe, Kilmain- 
ham, Dublin, Robert Parvifol was put to the bar, charged on 
an indictment for an affault egainit his daughter, Anne Parvi- 
fol, on the 4th of March laft. To which indictment he plead- 
ed not guilty. 

The profecution on behalf of the Crown was opened by 
Counfellor Smith ; who, in a very forcible manner, defcanted 


on the horrid complexion of this black affair; and, after re- 
marking on the heinoufnefs of the prifoner’s offence, not only 
againtt the laws of his country, but alfo again{t the laws of na- 
ture, againit every fentiment of delicacy, and every feeling of 
humanity, he ftated, that, on the 4th of March lait, the pri- 


door, in Prutha Strect, where the had come with an intent of 
foliciting fome relief in her diftreffed fituation ; for the had 
been difcarded from her fatfier’s houfe, and was delivered of a 
child, who, dreadful to relate! had for its father and grand- 
fire, one and the fame individual. It was, the learned Coun- 
fel obferved, too grofs a tale even for the moft reprobate ear. 
It muft call up a blufh in the cheek of infamy irfelf. And he 
was unhappy that jaftice conftrained him to expatiate on cir- 
cumftances, the bare mention of which made him fhadder 
with horror. He ‘was equally unhappy, that the inditment 
was laid only for an afault. de withed it had been fo laid, 
as that the prifoner, whom he made not the lzaft, doubt of con- 


vidting on the clearcft and moft indifpurable evidence, might, 
fuffer the punifhment due cab Eagar ray. Howe- 
ver, ag thé charge was Jaid, he would confine hinsfelf to the 


qerter or-te mdictment ; and called firtt to the bar the profe- 
cutrix herfelf, who, being fworn, depofed, That, having call- 
ed upon her father, on the day aforementioned, in order to 
folicit fome relief, he gave her feveral blows on the head, and 
feveral kicks in different parts of the body, and threw her fore ‘ 
cibly down a flight of ftairs at the door, by which violent 
treatment fhe was defperately bruifed and battered, and render- 
ed incapable of moving. 

She was then examined by the @efendant’s counfel as 
follows : ; 

Queftion. Did you live in your father’s houfe at the time 
of the affault being committed ?- Anfwer, I did not. 

Q. Where did you live? A. In Dirty-lane, with an old 
fervant belonging to my father’s family. 

Q. What was your reafon ot inducement for going to your 
father’s houfe on that day? A. To prevail on him, if pofh- 
ble, to afford me fome relief in my diftteffed fituation. 

Q. How long is it fince you left your father’s? A. I left 
it in June, 1784. 

Q. What was your reafon for leaving your father’s houfe ? 
Why did you not live with him as a child thould have done? 
A. He forcibly turned me out, and refufed to give me either 
fupport or protection. 

Q. Did he affign any reafon for his feverity ! 
not know. 
fign any. 

Q. Before you left your father’s houfe, did he not, ina 
converfation with you, defire that you would tell him who 
were the authors of the fcandalous reports propagating in the 
neighbourhoed, that he was the father of a child of which 
you were then pregnant? And did he not threaten you, that, 
if you did not tell him, he would tura you out of doors? A. 
Such converfation did pafs.

Q. Did you tell him? A. No! —he knew it but too well; 
he wanted no information on that fcore, 

. And was it becaufe you refufed to anfwer his queltions, 
or what elfe do you conceive to have been his reafons for ba- 
nifhing you his houfe? A. I believe his reafons to be, be- 
caufe I would not agree with him in endeavouring to glofs o- 
ver and hide from the world an action, which has made me 
for the laft three years the molt wretched miferable object 
in God’s creation, and, if he has the lealt compunétion, 
the leaft feeling, muft havé ituck his own piilow alfo with 
thorns. 

Q. Was the 4th of March, 1 78 5, the firfttime of your cal- 
ling at your father after he had difearded’you from his houfe ? 
A. No, I was there twice before. “et 

. Did not you on thofe times rap at the neighbours doors 
in Q to expofe him? A. No. 

Q. When you went the firlt time to your father, did he not 
tell you he would give you no afliftance. A, He did. 

Q. What was your reafon for going to him a fecond time 3 
was it not to expofe him? A. No! I never wanted to expofe 
a matter which I would rather have buried in eternal obli- 
vion. 

. And pray what was your reafon? A. I have I think 
already explained that. However, to give as plain and diftinc 
an rc i as I can, my reafon was, becaufe I imagined that, 
as he had got me with-child (her own words) he had a jult 
right to fupport me, and not to abandon me to infamy and 
aieabae as he had done, 

Q. Did you not give your father provoking language before 
he {truck and abufed you, as mentioned in the indictment? A. 
No, I did not. . 

. Explain to the Court the manner in which he affaulted 
you? A. He puthed me violently from the door, then ftruck 
me on the fide of the head, after which he threw me precipi- 
tately down the fteps, and following me he gave me feveral fe- 
vere and heavy blows and kicks in differents parts of the body. 

Mrs Martin was next called, and being fworn, depofed that, 
on hearing a rapping at Mr Parvifol’s door, fhe went to her 
parlour window to fee what was the matter, (as fhe lives op- 
pofite to Mr Parvifol) and there beheld Mr Parvifol, who gave 
the profecutrix a pull on the head, which drove her down the 
fteps. The puth the defcribed to be a gentle one, not fuch as 
fhe could call a blow: but fhe agreed that he gave her feveral 
kicks and blows afterwards at the bottom of the fteps. 

Here the profecution for the Crown was clofed. 

Mr Parvifol’s counfel then called upon Mrs Byrne, who be- 
ing fworn, depofed, ‘That the profecutrix called at her houfe 
at the corner of King-{treet, Oxmantown, and told this depo- 
nent, that fhe was going to her father, and alked if fhe thought 
he was at her aunt’s who lived in the neighbourhood, within a - 
few doors of the witnefs’s houfe?

‘* I have the pleafure to acquaint you, that I meet with 
great encouragement here, and I am going to eftablith a ma- 
nufactory of filks, gauzes, and ribbons, at a place fixty-fix 
miles from this; —a very pleafant town, and plenty of inhabi- 
tants, who are honeft, fober, and civil; and the prices of pro- 
yifions are, beef and mutton three halfpence per pound, veal 
and pork 2d. chickens 6d. a pair, ducks 8d. a pair, a fat 
goofe 14d. and a large turkey 18d. rabbits 6d. a pair, wild 
dacks 6d. a pair, with plenty of veal, widgeon, partridge, 
woodcocks, {n:pes, and all other forts of wild fowl, and fith of 
every fort in abundance ; good frefh butter 6d. and fourteen 

ounds of potatoes for three halfpence ; new milk, two quarts 
for one penny, tolerably guod ale for three halfpence per 
quart ; good brandy 6s. rum 5s. 6d. per gallon ; and wine 
good and cheap. The country about the place where I am 
going is delightful, much more fo than ‘either Brighthelmftone 
or Margate. There is not a turnpike upon the road, and yet 
they are better than moft turnpike roads in England. Upon 
the whole, if I was a man of fortune, I would fooner live in 
Ireland than in England. The filk manufaétoty, in all its 
branches, is carried on very ill ; tho manufacturers know very 
little, fo that I-can foon excel them; and if I do not equal 
the Englifh or Scots in a very fhort time, I fhall think very 
little of my abilities ; for Iam fure I can get work done cheap- 
er, and I think full as good. I wifh you much joy of your 
late taxes. I think, if Mr Pitt goes on fo for a year or two 
more, he will get you all into a pit. We have neither Iand- 
tax, houfe-tax, window-tax, nor poors rates in Ireland. The 
only thing we pay is hearth-money, 2s. per year for every 
hearth ; fo if we have ten rooms with fire-places in the houfe, 
we pay 20s. per year.” ma

moft imminent hazard of forfeiture to the fair trader, as well 
as the yery great rifk of opening a fource of illicit trade to fuch 
as were inclined to defraud his: Majefty’s revenue. The ha- 
zards and inconveniencies attending the introduction of a new 
branch of trade, are manife(tly obvious.; and the neéceflary and 
unavoidable ftruggles to bring the fame to perfefion, point out, 
in {trong colours, the cruelty’ of difturbiog infant manufactures 
in their progrefs to maturigy. The muflin branch has already 
affarded employment to many thoufaads of the induftrious poor 
of both fexes. Its progrefs, previous to the late unhappy re- 

ulations, was rapid beyond all example, and no manufacture, 
e(tablifhed in this part of the united kingdom, ever promifed fo 
fair to become a national blefling, and. to diffufe, its influence 
over a- wide and extended community, giving eemborpene and 
bread to all ages, and producing to the codayy @ Li re- 
tura for the labours.of the porte F ie rr? 

«The perfeveranct and ingénuity bus manifefted by the may 
flin manufacturers, in bringing to perfection an article of ex+ 
tenfive commerce, which, ull now, was fuppofed to be capable 
of being produced’ in India alone, certainly merits the atten-
